A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/30/2008 has been entered. An action on the RCE 
follows: 

Claims 2, 3, 10 and 1 1 are amended, and claims 1 and 12-24 are cancelled. Thus, claims 
2-11, 13-20 and 25-28 are pending. The applicant's remarks, see pages 13-14 with respect to the 
amendment have been fiiUy considered, the previous rejections stand withdrawn. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 2-11, 13-20 and 25-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to 
independent claims 2, 3, 10 and 1 1, the prior art of record does not fairly teach the claimed "the 
method of driving a liquid crystal display device comprising wherein the second voltage is 
higher than the third voltage, wherein the first voltage and the second voltage are same voltage, 
and wherein the 0th gradation voltage is lower than the third voltage" along with the other 
claimed limitations. 

Claims 4-9, 13-20 and 25-28 are dependent claims are also allowable under same reasons 
as discussed for independent claims 2, 3, 10 and 11.
